I was on the edged of 
a large shelleracker bed, After moving up and down the dam a bit, we 
soon had our limit of shellerackers for the day. It doesn’t matter what 
you call these snail cninchers of southerm farm ponds, once you get on 
a shell cracker bed in the spring you will be hooked for life. 

Many fishermen don’t bother to identify their shellcracker catch and 
just refer to them as another bream. The one distinguishing character- 
istic of a shellcracker is the red area around the edge of its’ ear. 

Redears or shellerackers are usually not caught in numbers like 
bluegills because they don’t spawn all summer like bluegills and other 
sunfish. Shellcrackers usually have only one major spawn during the 
early spring. They will usually spawn about one month before the 
Barry Smith, co-owner of American 
Sport Fish hatchery (334-281-7703) in Montgomery recommends that 
when stocking farm ponds, stock 5% to 15% of your total bream stock- 
ing with shellcrackers. ‘ 

Smith recommends shellcrackers because they can_ utilize. snails, 
mussels, fresh water clams and other mollusks that bream my not be 
able to eat. Shellerackers are able to feed on these small mollusks 
because they have a set of crushers attacked to strong muscles in the 
back of their throat that enables 
them.to crack open these shelled 
critters, thus their name-shell- 
cracker. Shellerackers also eat 
some of the same foods bream eat. 
When bream will spawn in only a, 
few feet of water but shellcrackers 
prefer ita bit deeper, up to 6 feet 
deep. They will often hit slow 
moving artificals and sinking 
fliés. Fishing for bream on a dry 
fly is exciting, but one of the 
beaded sinking flys will usually 
catch more panfish. This is espe- 
cially true of shelicrackers as they 
seldom feed on the surface. 

“ Look for Shellcracker beds off 
points in deeper water. If the 
spawning shellerackers are large. 
their bed will be larger than a 
bluegill’s bed. But who cares if it

I want each of you to know it has been an honor to serve as your mayor for the past

Toledo Molding and Die and the Diagnostic Lab are two good examples of our 
renewed efforts to market the assets-of Elba to those here in the states and abroad. Our local 
economic development program is working with a number of State and regional develop- 
ment organizations in aggressively promoting the city. Otr primary goal in this area has 
been and will continue {o be to identify quality companies - and to determine which of those 
are suited to fitour development goals for Elba. As those in the economic development busi- 
ness know this process is one that takes time, energy and a great deal of patience. Rest

Our economic efforts directed at “existing” industry have already paid huge divi- 
dends, Just this past month, Kelley Foods of Alabama announced a $2 million expansion of 
their distribution facility and the additional jobs accompanying this expansion, Also in July, 
our newest Elba business, Bridgeville Trailers completed it’s first trailér.
